It Is not likely that Orange coun­ 
ty, as a county, would be permit­ 
ted to benefit directly 
from 
the

building of the aqueduct. 
The use 
that the county would hare for the 
water would be mainly for irriga­ 
tion purposes, and you understand 
that water cannot be taken from 
one watershed to another without 
it is required for a greater bene 
ficial use. 
Our use for Irrigation 
would probably not be interpreted 
as a more beneficial use than that 
of Irrigation in the Colorado river 
basin. 
Courts have 
decreed 
that 
thej 
use of water for domestic purposes 
is the highest use to which it can 
be put, and for that reason and 
use only can water legally be tak­ 
en away from agricultural and hor­ 
ticultural lands using it for irri­ 
gation. 


Indirect Benefit to County. 


Orange county, as a county, can 
indirectly benefit from having the 
Colorado river water brought into

CAN SANTA ANA DEPEND 
UPON PROCURING WATER 
FRON COLORADO RIVER? 


Can Santa Ana and other Orang-* county cities and towns de­ 
pend with any degree of certainty upon getting any water from 
the Colorado river? 
That is a question that is in the minds of many people. 
It is generally believed that Colorado river water will some 
day be brought into Southern California, either by the city of 
Los Angeles or by a metropolitan or municipal water district com­ 
prised of Los Angeles and other cities and towns. 
If the aqueduct is built by Los Angeles alone, other cities and 
towns could get only such water as Los Angeles might have to 
spare, upon such terms as Los Angeles might see fit to impose. 
If the aqueduct is built by a metropolitan district composed 
of Ix>8 Angeles and other cities and towns, the theory and plan 
is that each municipality included in the district will be entitled 
to, and will receive, its just proportion of the water carried by 
the armeducL 
But “ there is many a slip "twixt the cup and the lip,” and the 
fear is expressed that, either in framing the legislation providing 
for the formation of a metropolitan water district, or by reason of 
delay in such procedure, enabling Ix»s Angeles to "go it alone.,” as 
she has declared and demonstrated her willingness to do, or by 
excessive apportionment of water to other states in effecting tho 
agreement between the several states having rights to Colorado 
river waters,— some way, somehow’, it is feared there’ll be no water 
left for Orange county cities and towns 
This fear seems to be based upon the general economic law 
of the snrvival of the fittest; that so much water is needed by 
cities and towns nearer the line of the aqueduct -and that the 
needs of many of such cities is so mnch greater than ours,— 
that the aqueduct water w ill all be apportioned before Orange 
county cities can get a pull at IL

Where a locality is subject to 
ever-recurring water shortage, the 
very hest use cd such water as is 
available should he the concern of 
all who Irrigate. 
In order to make 
an economical use 
of 
irrigation 
water, certain fundamental facts 
must be understood. 
W ater applied to land will disap­ 
pear in one of the following man­ 
ners: 
(I) Used by plants. (2) run­ 
off, (3) evaporation, (4) percola­ 
tion. The use of water by plants is 
desirable. 
In this way, food is 
made available and wilting prevent- j 
ed. 
lf any of the other three occur, | 
water is going to be lost, and con- j 
sequently they should be prevented j 
as much as possible. 
Rur»-off Not Problem 
Run-off is never much of a prob- 
! lent, and evaporation can be con-, 
trolled fairly well by cultivation. 
There is, however, always more or I 
less of a loss of irrigation water by 
percolation or seepage. 
This will 
occur as soon as a soil reaches the 
limit of its water-holding capacity, 
and as soon as that point is reached J 
no more water should be applied, 
as it will do no good but it invaria­ 
bly does some harm. 
In some sec­ 
tions, the continued heavy applica­ 
tions of water on upper benches 
have resulted in large areas of al­ 
kali land on the lower levels. 
Also 


the loss of plant food by leaching 1 
of the soil is quite an item. 
When j 


any considerable amount of water 
passes downward through the soil, J 
there will be a rather large percent-1 
age of soluble plant foods such as j 
nitrates carried down with it. 
Percolation Preventable 
The economical use of 
water 
practically m eans the prevention of 
percolation. 
To do this the person 
irrigating will have to know three 
things: 
(I) What is the water-[ 
holding capacity of the soil and in j 
what length of time is that c a -1 
parity reached after water is ap-1 
plied? 
(2) What 
is 
toe 
least: 
amount of moisture in the soil that * 
the trees will stand without injury! 
and how soon will that point bo 1 
reached after irrigation? 
(3) How 
fast does the water spread side- 
ways from a furrow? 
I 
The first of these three is Im­ 
portant because, as has already I 
been pointed out, when the limit j 
of the soil’s water-holding capacity 
has been reached, percolation will 1 
tako place and the water will be 
lost. 
Most 
soils 
have 
a 
fa irly ! 
definite water-holding capacity, de­ 
pending upon the size of the soil 
particles. 
Very fine clay will hold 
the most moisture and sandy soil 
will hold the least. 
Facts on Soil Needed 
It Is also necessary 
to 
know j 
about how dry the soil can get j 
without injuring the trees. 
I have 
taken sam ples of soij surrounding 
trees upon which the apples were 
beginning to get a little soft and 
found that the m oisture 
content i 
ranged from 2 and one-half to four 
per cent, depending somewhat upon 
the kind of day. 
Ordinarily, the 
soil can get as low as five or six 
per cent and no harm result. 
It 
Is desirable to approach this per 
cent as closely as possible before 
irrigation is begun, as the follow- 
ing explanation will show. 
The actual quantities of w ater! 
that the soil will take for any Irri­ 
gation will lie somewhere between 
the water holding capacity of, say, 
16 per cent and the per cent of 
moisture which the soil contains 
when Irrigation is begun. 
If the 
soil contains from 12 to 15 per cent 
of 
moisture 
when 
irrigation 
is 
started, as sometimes happens at 
the first or last Irrigations of the 
season, obviously about four per 
cent of m oisture is all that can be 
added, and as soon as the available . 
pore space (pore space Is the open 
space between soil grains not ac­ 
tually occupied by soil grains) in 
the soil is used up the remaining 
w ater has to find some place else 
to go. 
It is very important that it 
be clearly understood that the soil 
w}U only hold a certain quantity 
and that that quantity is not very 
large lf the soil Is wet when Irri­ 
gation is started. 
Plant Food in Top Soil 
So far, It has been explained why 
it is well to know the w'ater-holding 
capacity and the wilting point of 
the soil. 
The third factor of im­ 
portance is the rate of lateral cap­ 
illarity. 
This can be determined 
fairly well by the use of a sh ovel.' 
It is not necessary to wet the 
soil to a distance of more than 18 
inches below the level, as there Is 
very little good soil and nothing 
much that the tree wants in the j 
way of plant food below that lev e l., 
Most of the available plant food 
will be found in the top eight inch- j 
es of soil where the rem ains of 
countless plants that have lived 
and died have been addod to the 
soil and have become one of the 
chief sources of plant food. 
Many ; 
will argue that there are roots 
down as far as three and four feet 
and that therefore they should have j 
water. 
There is hardly any doubt I 
but that the water was put there 
first by over-irrlgatlon and that, j 
naturally enough, the roots follow-1 
ed. 
Also in cases where the so il, 
is gravelly water at that distance 
will not rise to the top, as water 
can 
not 
rise 
by 
capillarity 
in 
gravel. 
Spread Data Necessary 
The 
person 
irrigating 'should 1 
know how fast the water spreads’! 
outward from the furrow In order j 
to know how close to place his fur­ 
rows and not as a guide to th e ! 
length of his irrigation. The proper 
length of irrigation should be de 
termined in other ways, as has al­ 
ready been shown, and the distance I 
between furrows adjusted accord­ 
ingly. 
In eight hours, water will | 
spread two feet each way from a ; 
furrow and therefore, seven fur­ 
rows are not any too many for a 
20-foot tree row.

from com m unities thai for years 
have liven prom ised im posing fed­ 
eral buildings by their representa­ 
tives in congress, indicate 
many 
citizens, forgetting tax reduction 
for the m om ent, now are taking it 
for granted the federal 
govern­ 
m ent is in shape to carry out an ex­ 
tensive public b a ld in g program. 
In som e instances, there is an 
im pression that Senator 
M oses’s 
postal subcom m ittee Is going on a 
proposed tour to parcel out new 
federal buildings. 
Received by Surplus 
According to the com m unications 
reaching the capital, the newa m at 
the treasury wound up the fiscal 
year with a surplus of 250 million 
dollars was a new signal for the 
old and resounding cry of “pork.’’ 
It is believed 
here 
the 
“pork” 
statesm en in both branches of con­ 
gress will find the soil ripe for re­ 
newing their building projects and 
w ill lose no tim e in starting oper­ 
ations. 
For m any years, R epresentative 
John W. Langley, of Ketueky. now 
appealing a conviction on liquor 
conspiracy charges, was the lead­ 
er of the house group advocating 
“a public building for every com ­ 
munity.”

Mr. Langley proposed from tim e 
to tim e a program calling for utli-

Although Mr. L angley is out of 
the picture, at least tem pararlly.

“Lump Sum” Plan 
The L angley type of “pork” was 
to specify by law the sites of new 
governm ental structures, and Sen­ 
ator F letch er of Florida, continu­ 
ed to fight for such a plan at the 
last session. 
R epresentative 
El­ 
iott and Senator Sm oot, how ever, 
have proposed a 159-million-dollar 
program in the form of a “lump 
sum ” appropriation, by which the 
treasury departm ent, with the P res­ 
ident approving, would designate 
the com m unities w here the build­ 
ings were needed 
m ost. 
This 
proposal failed in the last congress, 
partly because it would have made 
“pork” distribution a prerogative 
of the execu tive departm ent. 
A com plicating factor is the re­ 
sentm ent felt by som e sections of 
the country toward am bitions im ­ 
provem ents in W ashington. W hen 
50 million dollars w as sought for 
new buildings 
for the capital, the 
“pork'’ contingent 
countered 
by 
proposing to add IOO m illion dol­ 
lars for other cities and tow ns. 
At the last session , how ever, con­ 
gress authorized 14 m illion dollars 
to be spent for the Lincoln me­ 
morial bridge, over the vehem ent 
protest 
of 
Senator 
Borah and 
others. 
The senate postal subcom m ittee 
w ill have nothing w hatever to do 
w ith the “pork” problem. 
Its bus­ 
in ess is that of conducting hear­ 
ings to determ ine how the pres­ 
en t postal rate schedule is working 
out and then to devise a law that 
w ill seek to prevent the 68-miIlion- 
dollar pay increase voted last Feb­ 
ruary from adding to the operating 
deficit of the 
postoffice 
depart­ 
ment- 
Th.* departm ent and 
the 
sen ate com m ittee now are trying 
to find out how much the tem ­ 
porary law is bringing in and what 
w ill bo necessary. 
The postoffice departm ent, 
at 
the end of the 1924 fiscal year, 
reported 
an operating deficit of 
$14,463,976, and still ha-: outstand­ 
ing about 21 m illion dollars in ob­ 
ligations to be audited and added 
to the total.
